Prudent Stewards 

This Sunday's parable about the dishonest steward is confusing. The 
master commended the steward for acting "prudently" after he continued to 
mismanage his property by rewriting the accounts. He decreased the loan 
amounts they owed his master so that the debtors would help him after he lost 
his job. This is perhaps the only example in the Gospels in which a dishonest 
person is presented as an example to imitate. 

To make sense of the parable, you need to think like Jesus. That is, like a 
man from the Mideast. He did not worry too much about a literal interpretation. 
Rather, in the Mideast stories are used to express a moral lesson. Look for the 
general lesson here, and do not worry so much about the small details (e.g., the 
dishonesty of the steward). 

The steward is getting ready for life after his job. He was about to lose his 
job, so he made sure that he had friends with a place to stay. In the same way, 
disciples should act decisively and prudently in order to be ready for the 
judgment of God. The Greek word for acting "prudently" has a distinct meaning. 
It refers to the attitude which disciples need in order to be ready for the final 
coming of Christ. The prudent steward lives each day ready to "meet his maker." 
He or she is always thinking about life after death. 

Recently, I read The Light of the World: The Pope , the Church and Signs of the 
Times. In that book Pope Benedict XVI said that people today often lack a sense 
of the afterlife, the final judgment, or eternal life. Our perspective is limited to 
this life only. A prudent steward is one who uses the goods of this world while 
looking toward eternity.
